ORIGIN, POWERS, DUTIES,
Meaning of the Word of Bishop and
Bivine Institutlon of the Office.
The word Lishop is derived from the
CGreck episcopos, which was used by
writers of the earllest age In the gen-
fral sense of “overseer,” and was ppe-
clally applied In later Qreek to the of-
fleers whom the Athenlans sent to sub-
Jeot stutes, In the LXX (E. g. Num,
xxxl, M7 2 Par. xxx, 19 eplscopos s
used for an offlcer or nrefect of any
kind, Christlans adopted the word as
the title of an ecclesiantical dignitary,
with authority to rle a diocese as its
chist pastor, It is therefore evident
thet u bishon 1s superior to ordinary
priests and us defined by the council of
Trent, his superiority 1s of divine Instl-

tutlon,

The divine institutlon of the eplsco-
pacy was the bellef of the Anglican
church, as well as the CathoMe, for n
long period of time, and never has the
former formally cast off this bellef,
Protestants, generally, do not pretend
to have bishops, or, if they have clergy-
men ofliclating in slimilar capacity, they
do not atteibute to them any authority
further than that bestowed by the
church,

The worild episkopos s first used In the
Acts of the Apostles, xx, 28, where Bt,
Paul says to the clergy of Kphesus:
“Take heed to yourselves and to the
whole flock, In which the Holy Ghost
made you bishops.” The contention of
Protestant writers I8 that the Greek
episkopos, or bls and preshyter,were
In the days of théSapostlea synonymous
terms,. and that they corregnonded In
grade of eclesiasticnl dignhty to the
minlgtere or clergymen of the present,
and therefore conclude that there were
no bishops In the modern sense of the
term

BISHOP OF JERUSALEM,

The following argument |s advanced
by Catholle writers to show that 85t
James the Less was bishop of Jerusa-
lem: In the yegr #4, when St Peter
wus released from prison, he desirsl
Information to be given to James and
the brethren. At the apostolle councll
James delivers Judgment (“wherefore 1
Judge.”") 8Bt Paul, in his eplstle to the
Galatians, describes Judaizers from
Jerusalem as “certuin who came from
James," thug naming the church by its
bi=shop; In Acts xx1, 18, St, Paul ls sald
to have made a formal visit (o St,
Jamea and to his presbyters, Speaking
o the question whether or not St
Jumes was bishop of Jerusalem, Dr.
Lightfoot, bishoff of Durham, probably
the ablest writer who ever attacked the
apostolle origin of the episcopacy, says
that St James was “the precedent and
patiern of the latter eplscopate,*

The cauncil of Trent says that a
bishop 18 the successor of the apostles,
Having received the sacrament of or-
der In all Its fullness, he ean, like the
apostles, confivin, ordain vrlests and
congecrale other bishops, With refers
ence to order, a bishop 18 a8 high as the
pope himself, It I8 Incumbent upon o
blshop to hear witness to the falth and
tradition of his predecessor and ol hia
Hock, together with many other dutles,
all of which righi= he exercizes in unfon
with amd submission to the See of
Poter,

The crosler I8 the bishop's scepter,
thut Ix, his shepherd's erook, and owe
milndda il that he must wateh ‘over nll
il tock, A plece of sillc plaeed over
the Knees when he sits durhing the eeles
bration of the mass is called the gre-
mlal.  Glovea . slgnlfly the alllancee
which the bighon eontroacts with his
chureh ‘in his congecration,  Brovkings
and slippers which the bishop puts on
In the chureh were & mark of digtipe-
tion worn by thé priests and senators
of IRome, Far this reagon they are
waorn by bahops, who cannot use them
except while performing the sacred
duties of thelr offive. They slgnify
that the hishops are successors of the
apostles, those grent misslonaries who
traversed the world to preach the gos-
pel. The episcopal throne stands in
the sanctuary of the bishop's cathedral
and is oecupled by him durlng the more
golemn ceremonies of the church,

Originally bishops were chosen by
the apostles, Tn the third century “by
the vote of all (ke falthful and by the
Judgment of the bishops," says Cy-
prian. Popular election continued In
the Latin church until the eleventh
century., later on the right of ap-
pointment was regerved to the popes
In certaln cases and still later entirely
to them. Thig condition hay not, how-
ever, invariably existed, for the popes
